POPULATION 


The  Registrar-Gem 
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for  1949  is  17,250,  an  Increase  of  only  20  on  the  figure  given 
for  the  previous  year.  The  estimate  of  the  population  at 
December  1949,  given  by  the  local  Pood  Office,  based  on 
ration  book  issues,  was  17,818. 

GENERAL  CONDITIONS 

Whit stable  is  situated  on  the  North  Kent  Coast  in  a  bay 
of  the  same  name*  Parts  of  the  old  town  are  low-lying  and 
protected  by  sea  walls,  the  mean  level  of  which  is  16  feet  above 
ordnance  datum.  The  lowest  level  of  the  district  is  9.5  O.D. 
and  the  highest  222-  O.D, 

The  physical  features  of  the  area  are  of  rising  ground  to 
the  east  and  the  south,  well-wooded  hills  rising  gradually 
from  the  sea  and  old  town.  Away  to  the  west  is  a  large  area  of 
marshland,  drained  by  dykes  into  the  sea  and  in  various  parts 
of  the  district  is  farm  land,  much  denuded  by  the  extensive 
building  operations  between  the  two  wars  and  now  mostly  given 
over  to  pasture.  The  whole  area  drains  towards  the  sea,  through 
the  Swalecliffe  brook,  the  Stream  Dyke  in  the  town  and  the 
Red  and  White  Sluices  at  Seasalter,  The  sub-soil  is  London  Clay. 
The  climate  is  dry  and  bracing,  with  an  excellent  reputation 
for  the  treatment  of  respiratory  diseases.  The  prevailing 
wind  is  south-westerly,  but  during  the  first  three  months  of  the 
year  the  winds  are  often  cold  and  keen  from  an  easterly  or 
north-easterly  direction,  but  for  the  remainder  of  the  year 
it  is  very  sunny  and  warm.

In  this  ago  when  the  urgent  need  is  for  peace  and  quiet, 
Whit stable  is  getting  a  fair  share  of  the  increasing  number  of 
visitors  who  come  to  the  Kent  coast  for  holidays,  and  also  of 
new  residents.  If  free  scope  were  given  to  the  building 
industry,  I  think  the  development  of  the  area  would  quickly 
reach  its  pre-war  proportions  * 


There  is  little  in  the  way  of  industry  in  the  town,  a 
few  light  trades,  with  the  possible  introduction  of  others  in 
the  near  future $  activity  in  the  small  shipyards  is  much  reduced 
from  the  war-tiro.e  boom  and  the  shipping  in  the  harbour  has  not 
yet  returned  to  the  modest  traffic  of  pre-war  days.  Mostly, 
the  working  population  follow  their  occupations  out  of  the 
district,  travelling  daily  to  the  City  and  Medway  towns*

The  birth  rate  continues  to  fall  from  its  high  level  of  the 
war  years  and  is  much  lower  than  the  rate  for  the  country 
as  a  whole  (16,7  pep  1,000  population),  although  a  little 
higher  than  the  pre-war  birth  rates  for  the  district.  Again, 
it  is  exceeded  by  the  number  of  deaths  for  the  first  time 
since  1940.  As  I  have  pointed  out  in  previous  annual  reports, 
the  altered  trend  in  vital  statistics  was  only  a  temporary 
phase,  due  to  young  people  of  marriageable  age  coming  to  the 
district,  young  married  couples  living  with  parents  etc,, 
and  now  we  are  returning  to  the  normality  which  existed  in 
the  nature  of  the  population  before  the  War,

There  was  an  increase  of  40  in  the  total  number  of  deaths 
over  1948.  Tables  giving  the  causes  of  death  during  1949  and 
also  chief  causes  in  the  previous  ten  years  are  given  hereafter. 
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The  death  rate  is  highest  at  the  two  extremes  of  life 
and  where  the  population  of  the  district  consists,  as  does 
that  of  Whit  stable,  of  retired  people  mostly,  an  ageing  and 
childless  group  forming  a  not  inconsiderable  proportion  of 
the  whole,  the  rate  is  fallacious  unless  some  account  is 
taken  of  this#  The  Registrar-General  has  re-introduced  the 
"use  of  a  comparability  factor  for  adjusting  the  death  rate 
of  Whitstable  to  the  character  of  its  population.  It  will 
be  seen,  therefore,  that  a  crude  (  or  uncorrected)  death 
rate  and  a  corrected,  or  adjusted  rate  is  given.  Comparability 
factors  were  dropped  during  the  War  owing  to  the  mass 
movements  of  people. 

There  were  no  deaths  at  all  from  any  of  the  notifiable 
infectious  diseases,  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  pneumonia  and  bronchitis  over  last,  but  otherwise 
little  significant  change  in  the  usual  causes  of  death.

SANITARY  ®'IR(5  JMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  main  source  of  water  supply  to  the  Urban  District 
is  the  Canterbury  Water  Co.,  with  a  small  portion  of  the  area 
(Yorkletts  and  part  of  Seasalter)  by  the  Mid-Kent  Water  Co. 

A  number  of  areas  with  sporadic  development  rely  on  rain 
water  and  scattered  throughout  the  district  approximately 
90  houses  have  shallow  wells. 

Samples  of  the  public  supply  taken  during  the  year  for 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  have  been  satisfactory. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  extensive  scheme  of  sewerage  for  the  whole  area. 
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including  re-sewering  parts  of  the  district  to  prevent 
flooding  have  continued  to  receive  the  consideration  of 
the  Council,  and  progress  has  been  made.  A  Ministry  of 
Health  Inquiry  into  the  Council’s  Scheme  was  held  in 
September  1949. 

HOUSE  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AM)  DISPOSAL 

The  work  of  supervising  house  refuse  collection  and 
disposal  is  carried  on  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Disposal  continues  to  take  place  in  a  valley  running 
down  to  the  marshes  at  Seasalter,  about  8  acres  in  extent 
Approach  is  by  the  Coastal  Road  and  the  average  haul  is 
3x  mile  s . 

HOUSING 

During  the  year  the  Council  has  maintained  house 
building  progress  so  that  at  all  times  the  maximum  number 
permitted,  50  in  all,  have  been  under  construction  by  the 
Council  and  by  private  builders  under  licence.  The 
numbers  of  houses  erected  during  the  year  are  as  follows:

There  was  an  outbreak  of  measles  during  the  year  in 
which  182  cases  were  notified,  all  singularly  free  from 
complications.  The  outbreak  was  of  slightly  less  proportions 
than  the  usual  biennial  visitation  of  the  disease.  The 
number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  (51)  was  as  far 
as  I  can  ascertain  the  largest  number  of  cases  in  any 
one  year  that  have  occurred  in  Whit stable,  the  nearest 
being  48  in  1940  when  overcrowding  in  air-raid  shelters 
was  the  obvious  explanation.  Twenty-four  cases  were 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Ramsgate,  the 
remainder  (27)  being  isolated  at  home.  At  one  time,  this 
would  have  been  considered  an  epidemiological  risk,  but 
since  the  accurate  typing  of  the  many  forms  of  streptococci, 
there  has  been  a  great  change  in  medical  opinions  as  to  the 
value  of  hospital  isolation  of  Scarlet  Fever.  The  danger 
of  "cross  infection'1  is  a  real  one,  since  an  attack  of  the 
disease  confers  immunity  only  for  the  specific  type  causing 
it,  and  not  for  other  types  of  streptococci. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNIZATION 


All  information  relating  to  diphtheria  immunization 
has  been  kept  since  last  year  by  the  County  Health  Department, 
and  the  following  details  have  been  supplied  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer. 


During  1949  a  total  of  201  children  were  immunized,  159  in 
the  age  group  1-5  years,  and  the  remainder  in  the  5-15  years 
group;  and  205  children  in  the  5-15  years  group  received 
reinforcing  innoculations .  The  total  number  of  children 
in  the  age  groups  mentioned  who  have  been  immunized  is  2,677. 
The  Registrar-General* s  estimate  of  child  population  for

POOD 


MILK  SQPPLY 

The  Pood  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act  1944  came 
into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  after  which  date  the 
control  and  registration  of  dairy  farmers  became  the  responsibility 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  The  control  and 
registration  of  milk  distributors  remain  with  the  Council,  as  do 
certain  duties  relating  to  infection  of  milk  at  dairy  farms. 

At  the  time  the  change-over  was  effected,  there  were 
within  the  Urban  District  seventeen  registered  cowkeepers, 
four  being  producers  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  and  three 
producers  of  Accredited  milk. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  five  retail 
distributors  on  the  register,  four  of  whom  have  premises 
within  the  district. 


Considerable  improvements  were  effected  at  three  of  the 
dairies,  one  dairy  being  completely  rebuilt.  Two  new  bottle 
washing  machines  were  placed  on  order  and  which  are  new 
in  operation.

3? OOP  HYGIENE 

All  restaurants,  food  preparing  premises  and  food  shops 
are  regularly  visited  to  ensure  the  maintenance  of  a  high 
standard  of  cleanliness. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  Model  Eyelaws  relating  to 
the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food,  and  sale  of 
food  In  the  open  air,  were  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Pood, 
and  which  have  now  been  adopted  by  the  Council, 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  introduction  of  these  Byelaws 
will  materially  assist  in  obtaining  a  satisfactory  degree 
of  hygiene . 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  27  premises 
registered  for  the  manufacture  of  preserved  food,  II  for 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice  cream  and  53  for  the 
sale  of  ice  cream  only. 

A  decided  improvement  in  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream 
was  effected  during  the  year,  and  equipment  was  more  readily 
available , 

It  is  not  at  all  easy  to  roach  the  required  standard 
of  cleanliness  for  ice  cretin  and  to  do  sc  requires  the 
undivided  attention  of  the  proprietor',  and  in  some  instances 
the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  has  been  given  up  and  is  now  being 
obtained  ready  manufactured „ 
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Twenty-five  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during 
1949,  all  of  which  were  free  from  disease  producing 
organi sms . 


Liaison  is  maintained  with  the  local  Pood  Office 
in  regard  to  the  establishment  of  new  food  preparing 
premises,  and  the  approval  of  the  department  is  awaited 
prior  to  the  catering  licence  being  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Pood.

All  infestations  which  came  to  the  notice  of  the  department, 
either  by  complaints  from  individuals  or  through  investigations 
made  by  the  department,  were  treated,  and  where  necessary 
re-treated  until  completely  eliminated.  The  areas  in  which 
each  infestation  occurred  were  thoroughly  searched  for  further 
infestations  which  were  also  dealt  with. 

The  cost  of  treating  an  infestation  is  borne  by  the  owner 
or  occupier  of  business  premises,  and  in  the  case  of  private 
dwellings  the  work  is  carried  out  free  of  charge. 

To  further  the  work  of  rodent  control  and  to  obtain 
liaison  between  adjacent  areas,  Workable  Areas  have  been  set 
up  throughout  the  country  by  the  Ministry  which  meet  at 
quarterly  intervals,  and  in  this  connection  this  Council  is 
attached  to  Kent  No .1 .Workable  Area  Committee.  Councillor  W.J.King 
serves  on  the  Committee  as  Chairman,  and  myself  as  Secretary. 

SHOPS  ACTS 

The  administration  of  these  Acts  is  carried  out  by  this 
Department,  powers  having  been  delegated  by  the  County  Council. 

A  separate  report  has  already  been  made  in  this  connection. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

A  once  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  is  carried 
out,  collection  being  effected  by  two  vehicles  incorporating 
rear  and  side  loading  respectively,  A  spare  vehicle  is 
maintained  as  a  standby  and  for  carrying  out  a  special  weekly 
collection  of  salvage. 

The  obligation  upon  local  authorities  to  undertake  the 
collection  of  paper,  rags  and  household  bones  was  discontinued 
during  the  year.  Councils  were  asked  by  the  Director  of 
Salvage  and  Recovery  to  continue  salvage  operations  where  they 
could  be  done  on  an  economical  basis,  and  in  our  own  instance, 
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it  was  agreed  that  collection  of  salvage  be  maintained.  The 
collection  of  paper  would  require  to  be  carried  out  in  any 
case  and  would  materially  increase  the  bulk  of  refuse,  requiring 
additional  hauls  to  be  made  with  attendant  strain  on  resources. 

It  can  be  stated  that  the  bulk  of  refuse  is  generally 
increasing  and  is  approaching  the  time  when  additional  labour 
will  be  required  to  maintain  efficiency 0  This  is  particularly 
noticeable  in  the  summer  months  and  is  possibly  occasioned  by 
a  larger  influx  of  visitors  to  the  town. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


Disposal  is  effected  at  the  Council’s  Tip  at  Yorkletts, 
and  is  carried  out  as  far  as  possible  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  major  difficulty 
being  the  almost  complete  dearth  of  suitable  covering  media. 

The  surface  of  the  Tip  is  regularly  sprayed  with  a  specialised 
tip  dressing  which  destroys  fly  larvae,  crickets,  cockroaches, 
ants  and  other  insects. 


Regular  maintenance  treatment  is  carried  out  for  the  control 
of  rats  and  mice,  and  infestations  have  been  kept  down  to  a 
mi nimum .

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  emission  of  smoke  from  a  factory  chimney  in  the  area 
was  such  as  to  constitute  a  public  health  nuisance.  Contact 
was  made  with  the  Regional  Fuel  Engineer  who  arranged  for 
a  stoker-demonstrator  to  visit  the  plant,  with  the  result  that 
a  decided  improvement  was  effected  in  the  emission  of  smoke 
with  attendant  economy  in  fuel. 

Another  nuisance  was  occasioned  by  the  emission  of  dust 
from  a  macadam  plant,  and  as  a  result  of  negotiations  with  the 
proprietors  a  dust  spray  filter  was  placed  on  order. 

In  another  instance  a  cyclone  was  fitted  to  arrest  an 
excessive  amount  of  grit  being  emitted  to  the  atmosphere. 

FLOODING 


In  the  early  part  of  the  year  extensive  flooding  from 
the  sea  occurred  in  a  large  area  of  the  town,  which  left  behind 
in  a  large  number  of  houses  a  residue  of  mud,  filth  and 
dampness#  Visits  were  made  to  all  affected  properties  and 
floorboards  were  removed  in  many  instances  and  disinfection 
measures  carried  out. 

Five  families  were  known  to  have  been  rendered  homeless 
and  in  each  case  temporary  accommodation  was  provided. 

A  number  of  families  were  provided  with  temporary 
accommodation  at  the  Boys’  School , Oxford  Street,  during  the 
danger  period,  and  it  i s  pleasing  to  note  that  other 
accommodation  would  have  been  available  had  the  necessity 
arisen. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1943. 


SECTION  50. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  made  responsible  for 
the  burial  of  persons  where  no  suitable  arrangements  for  the 
disposal  of  the  body  are  being  made,  and  in  this  connection 
arrangements  were  made  during  the  year  for  the  burial  of 
one  such  person. 

SECTION  47, 


An  application  was  made  i;o  the  Court  under  this  Section 
for  the  removal  of  a  perron  who  was  found  to  be  living  In  an 
insanitary  condition  and  who  was  not  capable  of  looking  after 
herself.  The  application  was  subsequently  withdrawn  when  the 
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person  to  whom  it  related  arranged  for  a  thorough  cleansing 
of  her  rooms  and  employment  of  additional  help. 

The  administration  of  this  particular  Section  would 
appear  to  he  extremely  difficult  inasmuch  as  no  provision 
is  made  in  the  Act  for  the  removal  of  the  person  upon  whom 
an  Order  is  made  by  the  Court 9  and  it  would  seem  to  be  left 
to  the  official  concerned  to  carry  out  this  work  which  could 
prove  extremely  difficult  and  embarrassing  when  one  considers 
that  the  person  is  probably  being  detained  against  or  her 
will . 


PUBLIC  MORTUARY
